Welding, Auto 
Body Repair, Auto Mechanics, and Car¬ 
pentry classes construct projects and 
make repairs for people in the community. 
Cosmetology provides services to our lo¬ 
cal citizens, and Occupational Foods 
serves banquets. 

These vocational programs offer the 
technical information ana practical expe¬ 
rience necessary to gain an entry-level job 
or pursue further education at a college or 
technical school. Preparing students for a 
career is the main activity at the Center.
